BATHERS DROWNED.| 
SOLDIER'S FATAL DIVE 
IN THE SHANNON. 


Private Thomas McCarthy, of the Free 
State Army, a native of Ballynacurra, 
eS County Wicklow, was drowned 
while baihing in the Shannon, near Athlone, 
on Monday evening. 
McCarthy, who was learning to swim, 
dived from a spring board into ten feet of 
water, and did not reappear. A one-armed 
outh named George Todd dived, and, having 
ound the body, pointed out the spot to 
Private McKenna, who brought the body to 
the surface. 
Dr. McDonnell said that he arrived at 
about 7 o’clock, just after the body had been 
taken from the water, and he tried artificial 
respiration, injected a stimulant to the heart, 
which he massaged, and directed soldiers to 
try to restore breathing, for three-quarters of 
an hour, when he saw that further effort was 
useless. 

Dr. Macken, military doctor, said there was 
an order prohibiting individual bathing by 
soldiers. : 
The Coroner found that death was due to 
drowning, and commented on the fact. that 
five or six soldiers were lost in the same 
place last year. The responsible authorities,

SWIMMER LOST 4T MALAHIDE. 


Verdicts of death from drowning were re- 
turned at two inquests yesterday, one of 
which was held in Malahide and the other ir 
Finglas, by Dr. Walters, Coroner. for North 
County Dublin. 
The first inquest concerned the death of a 
drapers’ assistant named John Dillon, aged 24 
years, of 32 Kinahan street, Dublin. On last 
Sunday, with two companions, Joseph Kelly 
and Michael Carter, he went to Malahide 
Strand, where he and Kelly went for 
a swim at that part of the beach known 
as ‘“‘The Short Deep.” Kelly swam. out 
about 100 yards, and 4s he returned to the 
shore Dillon was swimming out to sea. Kelly 


‘been, as there was a current running, but 
Dillon did not take the warning. 

Kelly told the Coroner that he had almost 
reached the strand when some ladies shouted 
that “his companion was in trouble. He 
turned round and swam out to him. He first 
=e him by the arm, and then, turning 
on his back, got underneath Dillon and tried 
to bring him ashcre. The current was too 
strong, and they were not making any pro- 
gress. Both of them went down a couple 
of times. Then Dillon appeared to be suffo- 
cating, and he twisted round and attempted 
to catch Kelly by the legs. To get clear, 
Kelly kicked out, and Dillon was carried 
away with the current. Kelly found him- 
self unable to go after hir, and returned to 
the shore. 

Answering the Coroner, Mr. Kelly said 
that when~he tried to get clear of Dillon 
catching him by the legs he did not think 
that the current would sweep him away. 
Dillon was not a good swimmer. 
' Guard John O'Neill gave evidence of the 
finding of the body soon after the accident 
was reported. Where Dillon went to swim 
was a usual place for bathers. There was 
no notice notifying bathers of the danger 
of the current. 

Dr. Oswald Murphy said that death was 
caused by asphyxiation, due to immersion. 
A verdict in accordance with the medical 
evidence was returned, and the Coroner said 
that the authorities should place a notice in 
this part of the strand notifying bathers of 
the dangers that existed there.

OUTSIDE ARRANGEMENTS. 
With regard to arrangements outside the 
Court under the Act of 1887, he was of 
opinion that this should not be an act of 
bankruptcy ‘n those cases where creditors, by 
similar majorities to those prescribed under 
arrangements through the Court, had given 
their assent to the deed of arrangement. 
Owing te the insecurity of arrangements 
under this Act, it was not often taken 
advantage ‘of, and debtors frequently carried 
on business long after they found that they 
were not able to meet their engagements 
rather than face the Bankruptcy Court. 

At present a cieditor who unreasonably 
withheld his consent to a deed of arrange- 
ment could prevent the carrying out of a 
scheme that was obviously to the benefit of 
all the creditors. 

In all such cases of arrangement under this 
Act, in which a trustee was appointed, a 
Committee of Inspection’ should also be 
appointed. Under private arrangements, it 
was suggested that the publication of the 
notice of meeting and of lists of creditors 
should be prohibited. 
FAILURE TO KEEP BOOKS. 

It was suggested that the failure to keep 
boc ks should be treated as an offence. In, 
view of the smaller limits of trading here, 
he suggested that the amount of unsecured 
liabilities constituting the offence should be 
£300. He also submitted that accountancy 
charges should be increased in accordance 
with the increased cost of living. 

In answer to Mr. Eason, the witness said 
that he was better acquainted with the 
practice in England and Scotland than he was 
with the practice in Ireland.

IRISH FISHERIES.

LANDINGS FOR THE HALF- 
YEAR. 


The. returns -of landings of the Irish Free 
State’s fisheries for the first six months of 
this year show a satisfactory increase in all 
classes of fish. The total quantity landed in 
the period was 319,091 cwts., as compared 
with 205,724 ewts. in the same six months of 
last year. These totals do not include salmon 
or fresh-water fish or shell fish. 

The value of these landings was £179,800, 
as against. £138,100 for the 1926 period. 
The value of shell fish landed in the six 
months was £14,527, as against £11,811 in 
1926 half-year. There was thus an increase 
of £44,000 in the values of the half-year’s 
catch this year over the 1926 half-year. 
Herrings, mackerel, whiting and cod ac- 
counted for most of this increase. 

Figures for the salmon catch for the half- 
year are not yet available, but indications 
and reports from the salmon fisheries suggest 
that the 1927 season will prove far above the 
average. Thus in the first three months of 
this year the Free State exported 9,000 cwts. 
of salmon to British markets, as compared 
with 5,200 cwts, exported in the same three 
months last vear. These fish were nearly all 
taken in the large proprietary fisheries on the 
rivers, as most of the estuary and open sea 
fishing for salmon does not commence until 
after lst April each year. 

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS OF FISH. | 
The official returns of fish imports and 
exports reflect the steady improvement which 
is shown by the figures for the catch. These 
figures, for the first five months of this year, 
show that, while the value of the fish im- 
ported into the Saorstat declined by 12} per 
cent. on the imports for the same months in 
1926, the value of the exports rose by no less 
than 473 per cent. on the exports for the 1926 
riod. The chief item of imports is canned 
sh, of which the Free State imported £93,500 
worth in the whole year 1926. The principal 
exports are salmon, herrings and mackerel. 
Last year the Free State exported £541,500 
worth of these varieties out of a total of all 
kinds exported amounting to £650,650.

The Value of Senates. 


A constitutional crisis of much interest 
to {he people of the Irish Free State has 
arispn ‘in the Union of South Africa. In 
South Africa, as in the Saorstdt, there 
are two Houses; and there, as here, these 
assempblies occasionally disagree. Under 
the Hree State Constitution, if the Senate 
rejects a bill that has been passed by the 
Dáil, the measure can be held up for two 
hundred and seventy days, at the end 
of which period it passes automatic- 
ally into law. The South African Con- 
stitution prescribes a slightly different 
method of procedure. By virtue of the 
Act of Union, if the Senate rejects a bill 
that has been approved by the Lower 
House, or amends it in a manner which 
is unacceptable to deputies, the bill lapses 
for the remainder of the session. If, how- 
ever, it is introduced again during the 
next session, and is rejected or amended 
decisively by the Senate for the second 
time, a joint sitting of both Houses is con- 
vened to settle. the issue by a majority 
vote. In this way, a unanimous, or nearly 
unanimous, Senate, with the aid of a 
strong minority in the Lower House, can 
secure the defeat of any bill, whereas in 
the Free State the Upper House’s powers 
are purely suspensory. During the last 
session of the South African Parliament 
a deadlock was reached between the two | 
Houses in respect of no fewer than three 
bills—the Iron and Steel Bill, the 
Precious Stones Bill and the Nationality 
and Flag Bill. All three bills will 
be introduced again next session, when the 
difference between the two Houses is likely 
to become even more highly accentuated 
than it is at present. 

By far the most important of the three 
bills is the Nationality and Flag Bill, 
which has aroused a storm of controversy. 
When General Hertzog introduced this 
measure, providing for a South African 
flag to the virtual exclusion of the Union 
Jack, it became obvious that the Senate 
would not allow the bill to pass in its 
original form. General Hertzog’s pro- 
posal revived all the old _bitter- 
ness between the British and Dutch 
populations, which, since the war— 
and especially since the Imperial Con- 
ference—had been coming more and more 
closely together. Recognising the grave 
dangers of racial feuds, General Smuts, 
himself a Dutchman, threw all his 
influence into the scale against the pro- 
posed new flag, with the result that 
General Hertzog’s bill passed through the 
Lower House only by a small majority. 
The Senate, which had no objection in 
principle to a distinctive flag, gave 
the bill a second reading, but insisted 
on two very important amendments. It 
inserted a clause providing for an 
alternative design for the new flag, with 
the Union Jack in a more prominent posi- 
tion, and it stipulated that the referendum 
which the Government proposes, to take 
on the bill must be decided by a clear 
majority of the whole electorate—not 
merely by a majority of those who vote. 
The bill was bandied about between the 
two Houses until finally the «Senate 
refused to modify its attitude, and the 
measure lapsed. Unless some form of 
compromise can be reached during the 


I raised to the establishment of the Senate 
on the ground that “the will of the 
people would tolerate no revision; but 
we believe that the experiences of the last 
five years have convinced everybody that a 
Second Chamber is essential. In the case 
of South Africa, General Hertzog’s 
majority in the Lower House by no means 
| reflects popular opinion, and the result 
of the proposed referendum is doubtful. 
Yet, but for the fact that the Senate had 
power to force the Government not only 
to postpone the passage of its bill, but to 
consult the electorate directly, the new flag 
would have been foisted on the country 
in the sacred name of an ephemeral 
majority. A strong Second Chamber pro- 
vides that element of calm considera- 
tion which purely popular assemblies so 
often lack. It acts as a useful check 
on impulsive law-making, and is the 
people’s only safeguard against the‘ result 
of their own political imperfections. 
In the Free State the Senate already has 
proved its worth. Although it rarely has 
disagreed violently with the Ddil, it often 
has prevented serious blunders and has 
gained the confidence and respect of the 
people. In England, where the powers of 
the House of Lords were reduced almost to 
vanishing point by the Parliament Act of 
1909, all parties are agreed on the neces- 
‘sity for its reform, and even the Socialists, 
much as they object to the Conservatives’ 
proposals, admit freely the value of a 
Second Chamber with considerable powers 
of suspension and delay.

When, on the first Sunday after his 
return, he attended the College Chapel, 
the same Fellow, jam Senior, occupied the 
pulpit and preached the same sermon. So, 
at least, as Herodotus would say, the 
matter has been reported to us, and the 
story could have been true of several 
Fellows in the past fifty years. One of 
them, Dr. Humphrey Lloyd, was elected 
Fellow in 1824, became Provost in 1867, 
and died in 1881. No sensible person will 
dispute a preacher’s right to repeat a 
good sermon to a congregation which has 
been renewed, in whole or part, by the 
lapse of time. Indeed, it is certain that 
preachers of many sermons will repeat 
themselves unconsciously ; for every man 
has his favourite topics, authors and ways 
of thought. John Wesley preached 40,000 
sermons; George Whitefield is» credited 
with 18,000; Spurgeon left 2,500 printed 
sermons—probably but a small fraction of 
his total output. Canon Hav Aitken had 
his diamond wedding last week, at the 
age of eighty-six, and celebrated it with 
a sermon in Norwich Cathedral. He has 
preached 22,000 sermons in the course of 
his long career; and, no doubt, he would 
admit freely that not a few of them were 
repeated, perhaps twice or thrice, from 
the same pulpit. The things which are 
really unpardonable in preachers are ill- 
prepared sermons and the unacknowledged 
use of other men’s work. Recently a 
clergyman of the Church of Ireland, find- 
ing himself at a loss after a busy week, 
resorted to an old sermon. After the 
Service a parishioner said to him: “ It 
was a good sermon, but you preached it 
the Fourth Sunday after Trinity 
twelve years ago.” Surely that was a very

A special meeting of the Cabinet was 
held this morning in connection with the 
dis¢ussions now taking place at Geneva 
on Í naval disarmament, Sir Austen 
Chamberlain was among those present, 
while Lord Beatty also attended, carrying 
a great pile of plans and papers, and with 
him was Lord Jellicoe. It is understood 
that the Cabinet had before it a full 
report sent home by Mr. Bridgeman, First 
Lord of the Admiralty, relating to the 
private discussions which occurred yester- 
day between the British and Japanese 
representatives. This report showed that 
substantial progress had been made 
towards agreement, though it may involve 
sacrifice of three or more ships on the part 
of Great Britain. The Government attaches 
great importance to the discussions between 
the British and Japanese delegates in 
view of the attitude assumed towards them 
by the United States. 


The New Prayer Book. 


It is rumoured that striking develop- 
ménts may be expected when the revised 


Prayer Book comes before the Parlia- 
mentary Ecclesiastical Committee  to- 
mdrrow ; but, inasmuch as this body can 


reject the prayer measure only if it inter- 
fetes with the rights of any party in the 
State, it is not easy to understand the 
suggestion that it will be refused because 
It is “subversive of the Protestant prin- 
ciples of the Reformation.” It is generally 
understood that the idea ofthe Archbishop 
of; Canterbury and his fellow-bishops was 
the safeguarding of those principles and 
toi end abuses which might affect them. 
Should the Committee reject the measure, 
itigoes back to the National Assembly for 
alteration or withdrawal. 


Parliamentary Discuesion. 


In the meanwhile there’ is a feeling 
among members of the House of Commons 
that they are not given sufficient oppor- 
tunity to discuss the measures sent to 
them by the National Assembly, and 
Captain Bourne has put down a motion 
asking the Speaker, in the event of forty 
members signifying in writing their 
opposition to any such measure, that he 
shall put down the measure for discussion 
on a certain date. 


Departmental Extravagance, 


“The report of the House of Commons 
Select Committee on Estimates, issued to 
day, is a revelation in many ways of the 
manner in which public money is spent, 
in a number of cases quite unnecessarily 
The Committee, which may be regarded 
as a watch-dog where national expend) 
ture is concerned, points out that Airship 
K100 is being built by private contrac! 
for £350,000, while the R101, of the sam: 
size, being built by the Air Ministry, is 
to cost at least £500,000. It states that 
the secretariat of the permanent Under 
Secretary of the War Office has a staff of 
226 people, compared with 151 in 1914 
and that a similar state of affairs pre 
vailed in several other departments. The 
Treasury has appointed a committee to 


consider the question of departmental 
expenses, and this may result in 
economies. 


The New Franchise Bill. 


The Prime Minister has given no reason 
why the new Franchise Bill is not to be 
taken during the autumn sittings of 
Parliament, but it is understood that the 
postponement is due almost entirely to an 
expected pressure of business when the 
House meets again. At present. it does 
not‘appear that there will be much before 
the House of Commons, but the Prime 
Minister has plans, and these will be 
revealed in due course. It is no secret, 
however, that the franchise proposals do 
not meet with general ipproval among the 
Conservatives, and there is an idea that 
they may be watered down before they are 
finally introduced. 


Empire Trade. 


The Advertising Convention, opened at 
Olympia this morning, has for its central 
theme Empire trade. The Government 1s 
fully represented at its meetings, and 
during the next four days 2,500 experts 
in business organisation, marketing and 
advertising will discuss fresh methods of 
employing the most potent instrument of 
modern commerce—advertising—to the 
national advantage. On Thursday morn- 
ing Sir William Crawford, an advertising 
expert, will preside over an Empire 
session, when Mr. Ormsby-Gore, Mr. J. H. 
Thomas and Lord Burnham will speak on 
home markets.

The abattoir will be run on the most 
economic lines possible, and it is the 
intention of the company to devise a scale 
of charges whereby an advantage will be 
given to shareholders in proportion to the 
amount of the shares held by them, and 
non-members of the Farmers’ Union will 
be charged at the highest figure on the 
scale. | 
LARGE MEASURE OF SUPPORT. | 
The project is receiving whole-hearted 
support from virtually all the members of 
the Farmers’ Union, and it is believed 
that the pork trade of the entire county 
will be given a much-needed fillip. Last 
year 10,214 porkers were treated, and it is 
at present estimated that during the forth- 
coming season, from next September to 
March next year, a minimum number of 
1,500 animals will be dealt with weekly. 
The abattoir’ ‘itself will be capable of 
dealing with five hundred animals daily. 
Special arrangements are pending with 
the Great Southern Railways for the un- 
loading of pigs. Should the occasion arise, 
the special boat which the Farmers’ Union 
have arranged to sail weekly for the con- 
veyance of live pigs will be utilised also 
for the transit of pork, another feature 
of the scheme which should inspire the 
confidence of the farming community.

BRITISH DELEGATES 
GO HOME. 


NAVAL CONFERENCE. 
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A surprise was created in Geneva 
yesterday afternoon when it was announced 
that Mr. Bridgeman, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, and Viscount Cecil, Britain's 
representatives at the Naval Limitations 
Conference, -had decided to return to 
‘London immediately. 

In some quarters this announcement was 
regarded as the break up of the Con- 
ference, especially as neither the American 
nor the Japanese delegates had been 
informed until the last moment of Mr.

BOMB THROWN AT

ESSENTIAL. 

In modern conditions of industry adver- 
tising was essential to the promotion of 
efficiency, cheapness and pi@duction. There 
was a great outcry on the part of the pro- 
ducer that the rice he received for his 
goods was very small compared with the 
price the consumer paid—** due to the exces- 
sive greed of the middleman.”’ 

He believed that in one sense that was a 
mistaken accusation, because there was no 
doubt that the cost of distribution amounted 
to 50 per cent. of the amount paid for the 
article. Therefore, in the field of distribu- 
tion there was plenty of room for advertising, 
in order to promote more efficient methods. 
Advertising helped to bring down the cost 
to the consumer. The old adage that good 
wine needed no bush no longer held good 
under modern conditions, where so many 
different articles were produced on a large 
scale, 

Advertising was also an intelligence service. 
By advertising they were able to buy good 
soap to improve the complexion—(laughter)— 
toothbrushes and so on. Moreover, their 
whole political life depended upon advertising. 
Modern democracy depended on a cheap and 
abundant Press, and that was only. possible 
because the Be was a great advertising 
medium as wel? as the distributor of public 
knowledge. 


IMPERIAL SERVICE. 
Finally, advertising was — of render- 
ing great Imperial service. In that connec- 
tion they were not advertising articles—he 
was referring to the Empire Marketing 
Board--so much as an idea, because they 
were not only purchasing British goods, but 
by so doing they were contributing indirectly 
to the greater development of their national 
industries at home and abroad, providing 
better employment and bringing about the 
greater unity and prosperity of the Empire.

Thé Duke showed a remarkable knowledge 
of ‘the Australian dried fruit industry, and 
said: “One of the regrets of my Australian 
tour was my inability to visit the ex-soldier 
fruit-growers of the Murray Valley, owing to 
the distance. I remember, however, Fá 
Wembley brought Australian sultanas to the 
notice of the public. I think that the progress 
of the Australian dried fruit industry has 
been remarkable.” 


GALLANT IRISH 
DOCTOR. 
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LIFE RISEED AT SEA TO 
SAVE LIFE.

Commander Byrd was not the only hero to 
arrive at New York yesterday, as the Irish 
doctor of the White Star liner, Baltic, found 
when his ship docked. The passengers of 
the Baltic had spread the story of his brave 
deed in the face of the raging sea, and the 
name of the modest Dr. y Bryden Smylie 
was quickly on the front pages of the news- 
papers. 
hen the Baltic was 350 miles from her 
destination flags fluttering above the cargo 
steamer, Falkenstein, conveyed the informa- 
tion that her master was seriously ill. 
Dr. Smylie volunteered to go on board, 
and, with six men to row him the distance 
managed to do so. If the boat had collided 
with either of the steamers it would have 
been crushed like an eggshell. 
At great risk he was got on board the 
Falkenstein, only to find that her captain 
was suffering from nothing worse than in- 
digestion, instead of the appendicitis which 
had been feared. 
Returning to the Baltic, Dr, Smylie had 
to jump across ten feet of boiling foam to 
reach his small boat. Fortunately he fell 
among the oarsmen. 
When the passengers on the Baltic tried 
to congratulate him, Dr. Smylie mumbled 
apologies and retreated to his own room, 
from which he did not reappear until the 
ship was alongside the pier. In the mean- 
time a wireless message from the Falken- 
stein reported that her captain was again 
performing his duties as usual.

The Times remarks in an editorial article — 
No one is likely to complain that the Prime 
Minister and one of his principa) lieutenants 
are leaving England this week simultaneously, 
though in different directions, for the purpose 
of increasing their knowledge of the Empire. 
Mr. Amery’s mission, indeed, is so much in 
keeping with his conception of the duties of 
his office, and of many years of travel and 
study spent in preparation for it, that it has 
long seemed almost fnevitable. Mr. Amery 
has rightly kept himself aloof from recent 
domestic controversies, and his absence will 
not affect them. Mr. Baldwin is in a different 
position. That he should visit Canada as 
Prime Minister of Great Britain in this year 
of Federal celebration 1s altogether desirable. 
He deserves the greatest credit for having 
held to his Canadian engagement after a 
peculiarly tiring session. But—just because 
he is bound to be in constant touch with his 
own political situation, and because the imme- 
diate pressure upon him will no longer come 
from his colleagues—it is to be hoped that 


he will avail himself to the full 
of the opportunity ‘for an unusual! 
and unfettered retrospect. It is not 


oiten given to a busy man-in mid-career to 
take a solitary glance at his handiwork from 
outside, and Mr. Baldwin’s own unaided in- 
stincts are nearly always better than the 
composite product of his Cabinet. 

There is more conclusive reason than ever 
for the step which has been advocated. in 
these columns at regular intervals throughout 
the present year—an overhauling of the whole 
personnel of the Government, the withdrawal 
of Ministers who are either tired or misfits 
or palpably out of tune with the times, the 
infusion of fresh blood into an organisation 
which is ceasing to work as a team. The 
case for periodical changes of this kind is a 
strong one, considered merely as an abstract 
proposition at this stage in the life of any 
Government. It is frankly incredible that a 
collection of men brought together on the 
spur of the moment should all have been 
chosen without a blunder, or placed where no 
one else could have succeeded so well. It is 
equally incredible that after nearly three 
years of arduous administration not one of 
them should happen to be stale, irritable, dis- 
inclined to co-operate, or infected with per- 
sonal ambition. And when abstract proposi- 
tions are translated into concrete events, and 
when we have the spectacle of Ministers al- 
most at open loggerheads over their own pro- 
posals about which Whips, party organisers 
and the whole rank and file protest that they 
knew nothing at all, then the moment has 
surely come to make an effort to pull things 
together,

Mrs. Norman Sargant, who opposed in the

ENGLISH FARMERS. 


MINISTER’S SPEECH 
CRITICISED. 


A speech made by Mr. Walter Guinness, 

British Minister of Agriculture, at the open- 
ing of the new Agricultural Institute of the 
East Sussex County Council at Plumpton, 
near Lewes, yesterday, was criticised by Mr. 
Wood, chairman of the East Sussex branch 
of the National Farmers’ Union. 
Mr. Guinness had spoken of the benefits 
derived by agriculture through education and 
research. 
Mr. Wood contended that education, re- 
search and co-operation were not going to 
make farming prosperous. To secure that end 
other measures must be taken. 
Mr.. Guinness replied that the Government 
had a mandate to help agriculture by reducing 
its burdens, smoothing its path and taking 
away difficulties; but it had no mandate for 
raising prices to the consumer. Direct assist- 
ance had been thoroughly well explored. The 
country would not look at protection. It 
would be a bad day for agriculture if they 
began subsidising it. 


OBITUARY. 
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MH. JAMES ALEXANDER BELL. 
Mr. James Alexander Bell, Editor of the 
Newry Reporter, died yesterday morning at 
his residence, Caulfield terrace, Newry, aged 
54. Mr. Bell had been ill for several months. 
Born at Tandragee, he was the third son of 
Mr. Joseph Bell, Principal of Windsor Hill 
School. He started life as a reporter on the 
Newry Telegraph, and afterwards became 
Editor of the Newry Reporter. Mr. Bell 
took an active part in local affairs. He was 
a member of the Newry Board of Guardians, 
of which he had been Chairman and Vice- 
Chairman; a member of the School Attend- 
ance Committee, a Justice of the Peace for 
Co. Down, a Senior Warden of St. Patrick’s

HEALTH OF THE 
NATION. 


HOW TO EDUCATE 
THE PEOPLE. 


VIEWS AT THE DOCTORS’ 
CONFERENCE, 


» 


“The ordinary citizen needs to be 
educated. He is even now clamouring for 
knowledge. The study of health should 
begin in the school,’’ said Sir Robert 
Philip, Honorary Physician to the King in 
Scotland, in his Presidential address to 
the ninety-fifth annual meeting of the 
Association last night. 

Having regard tothe marvellous heritage 
of health to which most individuals fell 
heir at birth, it seemed incredible that no 
systematic attempt. had been made to 
instruct the entrant into life. What they 
wanted to ensure was that the growing 
individual had a working knowledge of the 
make-up of his own body and its functions 
and could appreciate beauty of form and 
know when its smooth activity was dis- 
turbed. He must get to understand the 
close dependence of health on environ- 
ment. 

“The recent appointment at one of our 
public schools of a doctor as headmaster,”’ 
said the speaker, “is an _ interesting 
experiment in the forward direction which 
seems to me commendable. The result 
will be followed with interest. It remains 
to be seen how the doctor compares with 
the clergyman and with the scholar in 
charge of developing boys. With youth 
sensibly trained about the machine which 
is peculiarly his own, it may be anticipated 
that within a generation the attitude of 
the nation to health questions will be 
completely changed.”’ 


UTILISING THE PRESS. 


Meantime the existing ignorance and 
post-war restlessness must be faced. There 
was need of popular education in the 
wider sense and the dissemination cf 
sound knowledge regarding health and the 


factors which made for disease. To avoid 
the difficulties and pitfalls attendant 
on sporadic propaganda by individual 


members of the profession there should be 
an ordered attempt to use legitimate 
means to achieve the purpose. Medicine 
must roll out “the song seraphically free 
of taint of personality.” Why should not 
the British Medical Association, through 
its network of branches, serve as the chief 
voice? 

Within recent times the Council of the 
Association had been consulted by. and

had been accorded the entrée to. the 
| Ministry of Health regarding debatable 
subjects. Why should not each branch 
similarly form an accredited medium of 
communication with the corresponding 
local authority by means of reports on 
matters affecting the health of the area 
and with the larger public by the Press, 
through authoritative contributions on 
questions of living interest? ‘ The 
Press,” he declared, “is a great educator, 
the university of the man in the street. 
Medicine must court its alliance, and 
contribute her best to abet its efforts.’’ 


NATURAL GHANNELS TO USE. 


He had long pleaded that, as part of 
. the local machinery of health administra- 
| tion in each sufficiently large area, an 
Advisory Medical Committee should be 
erected, which would be available to the 
local Health Committee and to the 
Medical Officer of Health for consultation 
and guidance. The arrangement would 
constitute a tactical procedure of much 
importance on the present strategic front: 
It would have permanent and growing 
value, as compared with the occasional 
lecture, which, like a brilliant firework, 
was apt to vanish in smoke. Other 
natural channels suggested themselves, 
especially the branches of the British Red 
Cross Society and the Scout and Guide 
movements, pregnant with promise for 
the future of the race. 

The quest of health for the world was 
a great adventure. It was up to medicine 
to lead the way and sustain the brunt of 
front line combat. If medicine stepped 
into the breach she would recover her 
place of direction in matters affecting the 
human machine and national policy rela- 
tive thereto, as these affect education, 
housing, industrial life, town-planning, 
etc. Medicine was too apt to remain 
passive and silent in the presence of issues 
which touched her vitally. She must free 
herself from the reproach implied in the 
poet’s words: ‘‘ Mussabat tacito medicina 
timoré.’” If medicine was to remain 
worthy of her divine origin she must flash 
the light from the car of Phebus. 
Medicine must anticipate, inspire and 
guide policy, and not rest content merely 
to carry out the instructions imposed on 
her. , 


PAID FOR PREVENTION, NOT CURE. 


He believed his successor at the next 
Edinbarg)h meeting thirty years hence 
would speak of tuberculosis in that 
country as largely a memory of the past.
